AIL critics of the Department 

of Supplies hammered at Mr. 

Sean Lemass for three and a half 

hours yesterday, talking almost 

every aspect of the supply position 

fo a standstill, but leaving the 
Minister apparently unmoved.

The British Air Ministry’s account 
of the raid says:—‘“Large fires were 
seen, but a considerable amount of 
heav cloud made : ccurate observation 
of results very cifficult. , To - dis- 
organise the enemy’s defences many 
airfields in the Low Countries were 
subjected to intensive harassing 
attacks by a second force of bombers 
and fighters. . In the course of these 
intruder operations and in the many 
combats which took rlace between our 
bombers and enemy fighters some 
enemy aircraft were damaged or 
destroyed. From the night’s opera- 
tions a total of fifty-two aircraft of all 
Commands are missing.”’ 

Air Ministry News “ervice says: 
“ All the bombing of Bremen was con- 
centrated into a time limit of one hour 
and a quarter—fifteen minutes less 
than the time taken for the thousand 
bombers to attack Cologne. The night 
was so short and th- journey so long 
that the bombing force took off and 
landed in daylight. : 

‘“Bremen's importance at the present 


time is largely due to war factories and 


shipbuilding yards. These yards, like 
most others in Germany, are now 
building submarines. It also has many 
other important war industries, includ- 
ing aircraft factories. 

“Yesterday evening more than 200 
Spitfires of Fighter Command carried 
out operations, during which Boston 
bombers were escorted to attack 
targets at Le Havre,’ states the Air 
Ministry News Service. “At the same 
time other Spitfire wings swept a 
stretch of more than 200 miles of the 
French coast, from the tip of the 
Cherbourg Peninsula to Boulogne. On 
the way back pilots of the escortin 
Spitfire squadron encountered about 30 
enemy aircraft.

U.S. PRODUCTION 


President Roosevelt stated to-day: 
“We are well on the way ‘towards 
achieving a rate of production which 
will bring us to our goals. In May we 
produced nearly 4, ‘planes and 1,500 
tanks. We also preduced 2,000 artillery 
and anti-tank guns. This was exclu- 
sive of A.A. guns and guns to be 
mounted in tanks.  “ In one month 
alone we produced over 50,000 machine- 
guns of all types, including infantry, 
aircraft and anti-aircraft. That does 
not include sub-machine-guns, and, if 
we add these, the total is well over 
100,000. °’ 

‘While these figures give you some 
idea of production accomplishments, 
this is not the time for the American 
people to get over-confident. We can- 
not rest on our oars. We need more and 
more, and we will make more and 
more. We must also remember that 
there are plenty of serious production 
problems ahead — particularly some 
serious shortages of raw materiais, 
which are receiving the closest con- 
sideration of the Government and in- 
dustry.’’—(Reuter.)

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German reports still emphasise the 
bitterness of Sebastopol’s defence, and 
say this can be measured from the fact | 
that often the defenders ‘‘ blow up 
whole fortification works rather than 
let them fall into-our hands.” The 
Axis, it seems probable, is still making 
progress little by little, but at very 
great cost. Sebastopol’s solitary aero- 
drome is continually bombarded by 
artillery and harried by bombers, but 
high in the sky over the Crimea 
Russian pilots are striking blow after 
blow in the city’s defence. On the 
eastern and southern ‘sectors hand-to- 
hand battles are being waged, Moscow 
says that all attacks have been re- 
pulsed. | 

Authoritative circles in London dis- 
count the view that the present 
Kharkov battle — though obviously 
heavy and still developing—can be re- 
garded as the start of the Germans’ big 
offensive. The Kupyansk blow sug- 
gests that Marshal von Bock may be 
pushing forward to obtain a spring: Í 
board from which he might be able te 
stage a bigger offensive later on—a 
view supported by Berlin’s declaration 
on Thursday that the present ob- 
jective is the capture “oí the last 
springboards contemplated in the 
German Staff's strategy.”’ 


* TENSE SITUATION ” 


The Germans are pressing the main 
weight of their forces against the north- 
east defences of Sebastopol, where they 
are flinging in shock troops and tanks 
under the cover of a heavy artillery 
barrage, - a Reuter telegram írom 
Moscow. test reports from the front f 
state that the Germans are bringing in 
reinforcements against those sub-sectors 
du the front_where their advance -has

Their losses be- 
fore Sebastopol yesterday included over 
1.0: " dead. and a battalion of infantry. 
The Russians lost no ground in these 
sectors. : 

A Ked Star war reporter says. that 
the Germans, after losing 2, dead, 
captured one height. In one sector the 
Russians’ repulsed 50 attacks in one 
day, launched by three regiments of 
infantry, supported by tanks and dive- 

mbers. In another sector the Axis 
succeeded in driving a wedge into the 
defences. The defenders, he says, are 
carrying on, and the Germans “ are 
now furiously engaged in rushing up 
fresh troops.”’ 


HERR HITLER’S 
RETURN 


Herr Hitler’s return to the Russian 
front is generally understood ia Berlin 
to mean that the “ grand summer 
offensive’’ is under way. The new 
attempt to break Marshal Timoshenko’s 
resistance on the Donetz—which began 
on Monday with an attack south-east } 
of Kharkov—is evidently the first 
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forces, menacing th 
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hasé. Marshal von Bock is now trying 
push forward what he eventually 
intends to the left arm of 
‘a full-scale drive for Rostov. 
Reports from Moscow indicate that the 
battle is increasing in violence. The 
Soviet troops appear to have with. 
drawn in good order to new positions, 
from which they are _ striving to 
minimise the effects of the German 
success. Marshal Won Bock seems to 
be concentrating - pressure against “he 
bend in the Donetz, north-west of 
Izyum. By the capture of Kupyansk; 
he has cut the railway between 
Kharkov and Rostov, though the 
Em impression in Stockholm is that 
or the moment Marshal Timoshenko 
has been able to contain the German 
attack. ' 

The danger will come ií Sebastopol 
falls—an event which would release 
thousands of 'planes that General 
Manstein has concentrated there. 
Generally it is believed here that 
Sebastopol is doomed, for two reasons 
—(1) heavy German artillery command

He did 
not let his parents know, because he 
did not want to alarm them, but he 
went to Dublin, where he found that 
his brother was dead. When he tele- 
honed to the Ponadea Garda Barracks 

is parents had left for Naas. . 

Dr. M. Purcell, describing his treat- 
ment of Thomas Morris, said that he 
tried to make him vomit, but without 
success. He sent him to Naas imme 
diately for further treatment. | 

Dr. H. Canning, in evidence, stated 
that he examined the patient at 2.40 
a.m. on Friday, April á, at Lawlor’s 
Hotel, Naas, where he resided. He 
could either have sent the man to 
Dublin at once or tried to obtain him a 
good night’s sleep, with the hope that 
the meat would be digested. He 
decided on the latter course, and in- 
structed that the patient be sent to hos 
pita’ and given a quarter grain of 
morphia. When he saw the patient on 
Friday morning at 10 o'clock he looked 
normal. but the obstruction was still 
there. He ordered him to be sent_to 
the Royal Victoria Hospital, Dublin. 

Sister M. Ambrose, acting matron, 
Naas Hospital, said that Thomas 
Morris looked normal when she saw 
him, and that was why she sent him 
to the Dublin hospital on a 'bus. One 
of the nurses told her that, as regards 
the ‘bus fare, he had money of his own. 

When the inquiry continued in 
Dublin yesterday, at the Count 
Council Offices, Parnell square, Dr. J. 
McAuliffe. Curtain and Mr. T. 0. 
Graham, President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, both gave 


Surgeon in the Ear and Nose ‘section 
of the Royal Victoria Hospital when 
Thomas Morris was admitted on April 
3. He telephoned to Mr. Graham to 
come to the hospital. Thomas Morris 
complained of a pain in his abdomen, 
after an operation had been performed. 
Mr. Graham said that he performed 
the operation on Morris on Good 
Friday afternoon, and extracted some 
of the meat with a forceps, The rest 
was too tightly impacted, and was 
passed down to the stomach. That 
night Morris complained of a pain in 
the pit of the stomach. He ordered an 
injection of coramine, which was 
repeated at 3.10 a.m. on Saturday. 
Later that morning he found the 
atient very collapsed and suffering 
rom surgical emphysema. He died at 
11.45 a.m. that day, in his opinion, of 
mediastinitis, complicated by surgical 
emphysema. h

Proposals to ensure sufficient oats 
for the oatmeal millers next year—no 
doubt, forming a link in the Govern- 
ment’s plan, now taking shape, for the 
control of the cereal harvest—will be 
submitted by the Millers’ Association 
to the Departments of Supplies and 
Agriculture next Friday. 

One of the schemes advanced, in 
vesponse to a request from the 
Ministries, is that production, within 
certain zones supplying each mill, 
should be reserved for manufacture, 
and that control will be exercised to 
ensure that the full amount éis cape 
by each miller will be delivered and 
stored for the needs of next year.

There is every reason to believe that 
the Axis foyces will be held, unless 
General Ritchie’s forces: go to pieces— 
and there is, no present reason to be- 
lieve that they will-go to pieces.

Whether the Axis is prepared to 
stake all on a drive against the Nile 
remains to be seen, says Reuter's 
Special Cortespondent at Cairo. In 
the last few hours there has been an 
increase in confidence in Cairo. The 
reassuring statements by Mr. Charchill 
and Nahas Pasha, Egyptian Premier, 
have set at rest certain anxieties abeont 
the situation. It is known that the 
Allied Army is not as weak as might 
be expected following the fall of 
Tobruk, which is not yet being used 
i , Ose a pet oí supply, hut 
Field-Marshal Rommel is ig great 
efforts ‘to get stuff through 
Benghazi. 

The Luftwaffe is bombing the road 
east of Mersa Matruh at night, but 
so far it has not made any dangerous 
attacks by day, despite that its 
forward aerodromes now are near Sidi 
Barrani.— (Reuter. )

said thet Field-Marshal Rommel 
appears to be concentrating almost his 
entire striking force on a five-mile 
front between the sand-dunes near the 
beach and the railway to Mersa 
Matruh. In this desert strip our 
covering forces are fighting a non-stop 
rearguard action against the fast- 
moving Axis vanguard. There is no 
information of any substantial Axis 
movements to the south of this area. 

The main opposing forces in Kgypt 
have not yet clashed, though the battle 
may be joined at any moment. 

Meanwhile the Royal Air Force and 
the United States Army Air Corps have 
been carrying out a heavy scale attack 
against the Axis rear. On Thursday 
night the heaviest raid was against 
Tobruk. United States pilots bombed 
the harbour, while a large force of 
Wellingtons attacked land targets. 
Benghazi was also bombed heavily for 
the second night in succession.

CHURCH THAT WAS SOLD 
ITS FUTURE UNKNOWN . 


What is to become of the old Baptist 
Church on Harcourt street, a-familiar 
landmark in Dublin for the past 55 
years, and recently sold? 

Messrs. F'anmilton and Hamilton, 
estate agents, who sold the building, 
say that they do not know anything 
of its future, but they obtained what 
they considered a good figure for it. 

Mr. John Beatty, of Messrs. Vincent 
and Beatty. solicitors, who bought the 
premises on trust for a client, whose 
name they will not disclose, said that 
its future was still very much a matter 
of conjecture. He was of the opinion 
that the purchase had been a matter 
of speculation 

Pastor Louis E. Deens, Minister of 
the church from the year 1925 until it 
closed, was of the opinion that the 
sale had been made at a very reason- 
able figure indeed, but was more con- 
cerned with the future of his congrega- 
tion in their new home at Grosvenor

in what becomes of Harcourt street 
church. It had outgrown its service 
to them, in such a non-resideritial dis- 
trict, and its sale had been under oon- 
sideration for some years. 
_ But the old church had an interest- 
ing history. The first Baptist _con- 
gregation. known about in Ireland was 
during the 1640's, but where they wor- 
shipped is not known, the first build- 
ne known about being in Swift’s 
Alley, when the quays and their 
environs were the fashionable part, of 
Dublin life, which was, of course, the 
18th century. The shell of that old 
Se still remaining. 

In 1 the congregation moved. to 
Lower Abbey street, and irom there to 
Harcourt street in 1887, when the late 
Pastor Hugh D. Brown, M.A., LL.D., 
paid for its erection out of his own 
pocket. Pastor Brown died in 1925, 
when Pastor Louis E. Deebs,- who has 
now transferred with the Congregation 
to Grosvenor road, succeeded.

Probable victory was turned into 
actual defeat. Tobruk was captured 
with comparative ease, simply. 
because the British. tank division 
no longer were able to offer serious 
resistance ; and, before anybody had 
had an opportunity to realise whut 
had happened, Marshal Rommel's 
forces were on the move inside the 
Egyptian border. The loss of Tobruk 
came as agreater shock to the 
British and American people than 
anything that had happened since 
the fall of Singapore. ‘Perritorint'' 
gains and losses in the Western 
Desert do not matter much in 
themselves; but the destruction 
of so many British tanks weakened 
‘General Ritchie’s striking force to 
such an extent that General 
Auchinleck decided to order a 
withdrawal to the original positions 
held by General Wavell nearly two 
years ago. It is on the Mersa 
Matruh line—if anything in the 
Western Desert can be called a line— 
that fighting now is taking’ place. 
The British have established & series” 
of strong ‘points in this region; and, 
if General Ritchie can obtain the 
necessary reinforcements in time, 
there is no reason to doubt his 
ability to hold them. On the other 
hand, it must be remembered that 
Marshal Rommel is in a strong 
position. His armoured forces are 
substantially more powerful than 
those at General Ritchie’s disposal. 
His troops are flushed with victory, 
and they know that, if they can 
break through the Mersa Matruh 
defences, there will be virtually 
nothing between them and the 
glittering prizes of Alexandria and 
Cairo. The situation, from the 
British point of view, undonbtedly 
is grave. The threat not only to 
Egypt and the Suez Canal, but also 
to Palestine, Syria and the whole 
Middle East, has become imminent ; 
and it is quite natural that there 
should be evidence of a growing 
uneasiness among members of the 
House of Commons. 

Mr. Winston Churchill has ex- 
pressed his complete confidence in | 
the Eighth Army’s ability to defend 
Egypt, and, although the American 
newspapers generally are inclined to 
be critical of Great Britain’s mili- 
tary leadership, the Prime Minister’s 
prestige is so high in the United 
States that his views are certain to 
be respected. Press comment 
yesterday laid sttess on the fact that 
Mr. Churchill is in possession of 
information that is not available 
to the general public.
